Readers  Both  Good^  Bad  News  This  Month 


EASTER  Monday  hrouglit  the  sad 
news  to  the  "next  of  kin"  of  the 
death  of  Lieut.  Robert  E.  Forrest, 
'41x,  a  bomber  pilot,  who  was  re- 
ported killed  in  action,  March  8,  in 
the  European  area.  He  is  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Forrest, 
979  Northwest  Blvd.,  Columbus,  and 
attended  Ohio  University  for  one 
year,  19J7-38. 

Only    slii^htly    less   distressing   was

the  word  received  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  R.  Sayre,  R.F.D.,  Trimble, 
which  informed  them  that  their  son. 
First  Lieut.  Paul  F.  Sayre,  "42x,  pilot 
in  a  B-24  bomber  group,  has  been 
missing  in  action  in  the  New  Guinea 
area  since  April  16.  Lieutenant  Sayre 
had  been  in  a  hospital  in  Australia, 
ill  of  malaria,  since  February,  but 
had  been  released  for  duty.  The 
missing  flier  married  Miss  Betty 
Dunn,'  of  Boise,  Idaho,  July  9,  1942. 
Although  press  dispatches  at  the 
time  of  its  occurance  reported  the  fact, 
by  some  regrettable  inadvertence,  the 
editor  failed  to  note  the  news  of  the 
death  of  Joe  P.  Runyan,  "35x,  Mc- 
Arthur,  who  was  lest  when  his  ship, 
the  V.S.S.  Pollux,  foundered  with  a 
heavy  loss  of  life  off  the  coast  of  New- 
foundland a  year  ago  last  February. 
Sunk  by  the  same  gale  was  the  U.S.S. 
Truxton   which   carried  to  a   watery 


grave,  Ensign  Charles  G.  Potter,  "42x, 
Calverton,  N.  Y.,  whose  death  has 
previously  been  reported.  Seaman 
Runyan  was  a  storekeeper  on  the 
Pollux.  His  body  was  recovered  and 
he  was  buried  at  Placentic  Bay. 

Secured  too  late  for  publication  last 
month  was  the  picture  of  Lieut. 
Robert  D.  Johnston,  '42x,  Euclid, 
who  was  killed,  Jan.  21,  in  an  airplane 
crash  in  North  Africa.  Bob  was  a 
flier  in  a  field  artillery  observation 
squadron. 

Also  arriving  too  late  for  publica- 
tion in  the  March  issue  was  the  pic- 
ture of  Lieut.  John  G.  Marvin,  '40x, 
Cincinnati,  who  lost  his  Hfe  in  a 
plane  crash  on  Jan.  24  somewhere  in 
the  Caribbean  area.  Lieutenant  Mar- 
vin, as  previously  related,  had  par- 
ticipated in  bombing  raids  over  Ger- 
many and  had  assisted  in  the  rescue 
of  Capt.  Eddie  Rickenbacker  in  the 
Southwest  Pacific. 

At  the  request  of  the  editor  the 
parents  of  Lieut.  Emery  Gergely, 
"4?x,  Cleveland  (see  picture  on  page 
4),  have  provided  a  picture  of  their 
son  who,  as  reported  in  the  March 
Alumnus,  was  killed  in  California 
when  his  plane  crashed  during  a  high- 
altitude  test  flight.  The  cause  of  the 
crash   has   never   been   ascertained. 

After  being  wounded  when  his 
plane  was  shot  down  in  North  Africa, 
First  Lieut.  Eugene  F.  Hilliker,  '39, 
Xenia,  was  taken  prisoner  by  the 
Germans,  according  to  word  received 
by  his  wife  and  mother,  both  residents 
of  Xenia.  The  extent  of  his  injuries 
was  not  indicated  in  the  War  Depart- 
ment report. 

The  heroic  exploit  of  Lieut.  Emer- 
son Houf,  '40,  Athens,  in  rescuing 
an  injured  flier  whose  plane  had 
plunged  into  the  sea  off  Kokumbona 
Beach,  Guadalcanal  Island,  has  been 
recognized  by  the  awarding  of  the 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps  Medal.  The 
rescue,  as  reported  in  a  previous  issue, 
was  made  under  hostile  fire,  in  a  chop- 
py sea,  with  a  small  rubber  raft. 
Lieutenant  Houf,  now  suffering  from 
an  attack  of  malarial  fever,  had  to  re- 
main behind  when  fellow  Marines 
were  moved  off  the  island  to  more 
peaceful  and  restful  surroundings 
earlier  th's  year. 

First  Lieut.    Karl   H    Schmidt,   Jr., 


'41,  Akron,  who  served  with  the 
Marines  in  the  Lunga  area  on  Guad- 
alcanal Island,  has  received  a  citation 
for  bravery  in  line  of  duty  from  Ad- 
miral W.  F.  Halsey.  The  citation 
relates  that  "Lieutenant  Schmidt,  on 
October  24,  1942,  took  command  of 
a  small  force  of  Marines  and  by  his 
skill  and  courageous  leadership  suc- 
ceeded in  reestablishing  the  line  and

annihilating  the  enemy  forces  which 
had  penetrated  it." 

Carried  on  official  records  for  more 
than  a  year  as  "missing  in  action," 
First  Lieut.  Ralph  R.  Penick,  '39, 
Hebron,  is  now  known  to  be  a  prison- 
er of  the  Japanese  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Friends  may  address  him  as 
follows:  c/o  the  Japanese  Red  Cross, 
Tokyo,  Japan,  Via  New  York,  New 
York.  Lieutenant  Penick  was  with 
the  Fourth  Marines  in  China  for  two 
years  and  was  transferred  to  the 
Philippines  at  the  outbrea'-'  of  the 
war.  Shortly  before  the  fall  of  Cor- 
regidor  he  was  awarded  the  Silver 
Star  by  Lieut.  General  Jonathrn  M. 
Wainwright  for  gallantry  in  action 
on  Bataan. 

After  piloting  a  Flying  Fortress  on 
bombing  missions  from  England  to 
Cherbourg,  Lille,  and  St.  Nazaire, 
France,  Capt.  Richard  W.  Pugh, 
"42 X.  Cincinnati  (see  picture  on  page 
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10),  was  given  a  furlough  to  the 
States  early  this  spring.  Although 
his  planes  haJ  been  hit  on  many  oc- 
c.isions.  Captain  Pugh's  high  altitude 
missions  were  all  completed  sueee^s- 
fully  and  without   injury  to  himself.

Last  November,  Dr.  James  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence,  effective 
February  1,  to  enter  the  foreign  ser- 
vice of  the  government.  He  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  post  of  cultural  attache 
in  the  American  Embassy  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  representing  the  State  De- 
partment in  Brazil. 

The  president  became  ill  on  the  trip 
to  Brazil  and  returned  to  Athens, 
March  2,  where  he  is  now  recuperat- 
ing. He  has  given  up  the  State  De- 
partment position. 

Dr.  James  became  president  of 
Ohio  University  in  193f,  coming  to 
Athens  from  the  University  of  South 
Dakota,  where  he  had  been  president 
since  1929.  He  succeeded  the  late 
Dr.  E.  B.  Bryan  and  was  Ohio"s  12th 
president.

and  Mrs.  James  are  enrolled  for  war 
service.  Herman  G.  James,  Jr.,  an 
Ohio  University  sophomore,  was  re- 
cently  inducted  into  the  Army,  while 
Genevieve  James,  '38,  A.M.  '40,  has 
been  sworn  into  the  WA"VES  and  is 
awaiting  call  for  training.

DEATHS 

JOHN  LEROY  CLIFTON 

Dr.  John  L.  Clifton,  Sr.,  '13,  aged  61, 
died  April  24,  in  Grant  Hospital,  Colum- 
bus. A  native  of  Etna,  he  began  his 
leaching  career  in  a  one-room,  country 
school  in  Licking  county,  thereafter  serv- 
ing superintendcncies  in  several  rural 
schools.  After  two  years  as  assistant 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
he  joined  the  Ohio  State  University  fac- 
ulty in  1916,  and  in  one  year  was  pro- 
moted to  a  full  professorship  and  to  the 
position  of  research  associate  in  the  Bu- 
reau of  Educational  Research.  He  re- 
ceived a  Ph.D.  degree  from  Ohio  State  in 
1929. 

Doctor  Clifton  was  state  director  of 
education  from  1927  to  1931  under  for- 
mer Governor  Donahey.  In  the  state  di- 
rectorship he  introduced  such  innovations 
as  parental  education,  the  division  of  re- 
search, radio  education,  pupil  guidance, 
and  the  Ohio  School  of  the  Air. 

The  author  of  several  civic  readers,  a 
history  of  Ohio,  and  other  books.  Doctor 
Clifton  formerly  owned  and  edited  the 
Ohio  Educational  Monthly. 

Surviving  are  his  wife  and  three  chil- 
dren.
